MT. PLEASANT COLLIERY HAS
BEEN BHUT DOWN.

Wiil Remain in That Conditlon for
an Indefinite Perlod Owing to a
Strike the Men Ordersd—Miners at
the Oxford Dismtisfled with the
Rate of Wages Paid Them—'t'he D,,
L. & W. Board for Today—An In-
novation a* the Shops of Lacka-

wanna Compnny.

Work has been suspended at the Mt
Pleasant colllery of the Kik Hill Coal
and Iron company for an indefinite
period, and whils overiures have been
mada for an adjostment of the differ-
ences the end Is not yet in sight. The
trouble arose a few doyx ago over the
disoharge of a man named Miller, wiho
was dismissed for neglect of duty In
running one of the clevators at the
ghaft.

The employes took up the boy's
cauge, quit work and applied to Super-
intendent Bryden for lis reinstate-
ment, This was refussl, and In con-
soquence & strike was ordered by the
Mt. Pleasant local. The miners alse
claim that thay are not belng pald the
vardage promiged for cotting vock in
the Clark vein,

The trouble relnting 1o young Miller's
Aischarge dates back befors the strike
in Eeptember, He hud been working
wvutside for $1.10 & day and when the
moen  returned to work he was pro-
moted (o a position paying 3125 a day
under the old sohedule. With the pro-
wised 10 per cent. increase the job was
worlth 3L374; per dny.

When Miller recelved his earnings
he was oply pald ot the rate of 3100 a
day. A complaint was made to  the
bosg, who Informed - Miller that /8110
was all the Job ever pald, and Iif he
i not 1T 31 he conlil go to the office
and gel his time.

The muatter waur reporied 1o the
grlevance commities and when they
falled 1o effect a dettloment the steike
was ordered.

Will Keep Away from Mines,

At A meeting of the Oxford local
vnion, held Saturday svening, the em-
ployes declded to remain away from
the mines nntll the existing differences
between the men and the operators has
heen  catisfactorily adjusted Ever
since the People’'s Coul company he-
gun operating the colllery there has
bheen a difference of opinion beltween
the employes mind the operators regard-
Ing the scale of wages to be pald for
the mining of coal in the Rider vein.

The company cloims they are paylng
the same scale of wages as pald by
the Delaware, Lackawanna and Weat-
ein company. The sume scale does not
apply to every shaft, on account of
the diMenltios encountered in mining
voal in the different veins, The Ox-
ford men demand thea same rate as =
piid by the Luckawsanna company, the
highest being $1.08 per cay, They claim
that but 98 cente is paild them.

Representatives of the company and
a committee of the men visited =everal
shaftg on Saturday for the purpose of
nscertaining the rvates reeelved. and
made comparisons of the different
vorkinge, and another conference will
be held, at which an amicable adjust-
ment g expected, The colliery hns
been dle several daye as a result of
the sirike,

Innovation at the Shops.

Another fnnovation at the Luacka-
wanna car siiops Is the recent intro-
duction of & new glass plating and emn-
bossing plant, which has been installed
in the old pattern reoms, Here all of
the glass used for windows, doors, el
will be plidted and embosged by an ex-
rert, Edward O, Reinwald, who wos
with the Pullman company in Chicago
for twelve years prior to coming here
recently.

The plant has been equipped at an
expense of $1.000 and Is supplied with
acid tanks, where the glass is folled
and designed. It Is the only plant of
its Kind I Scranton, and the work is
only done in the larger cities, Hydro-
fluorie acid Is used in immersing the
glass, and either the gold or silver
tints are produced. There Is also a
steam table and room for deying the
glnss after being plated.

A number of noticeable fmproves
ments have also been made in the paint
shops, where the work for the entire
servica 1s done under the personal su-
pervision of Master Painter B, E, Mil-
ler. A large number of Pullman and
passenger coaches are now on the floor
being re-lettered and painted and show
the superior work accomplished, The
panals for Superintendent Clarke's pri-
vate car are also being painted under
the direction of Mr. Miller.

The new paint shop bLeing erected
near the maochine shops is rapkly
nearing completion and will he ready
for occupancy in a few weeks., All the
locomotives will be painted in the new
shop after being turned out of the mn-
chine shops.

The comet, No, 98 formerly used as
a private car by ex-Superintendent A,
1, Baligbury, ls now In the shop under-
going repairs, A new cab Is belng built
over the boller and the ltile fiyer will
be repainted and lettered before belng
turped out for use.

A number of freight and passenger
lovomotives are undergoing repairs in
the machine shops and will soon be
ready for service., The interior of this
shop I8 being treated to & coat of
white wash and other changes nre Le-
ing made which will be nu'wd later,

JUDGES HELD A BRIEF SESSION
SATURDAY MORNING.

John Lukan Must Stand Sentence
for Belling Liquor Without a Li-

cense—New Court Rule Which Will
Greatly Lessen the Number of

Surety Cases—Three Applications
for Renewal of Revoked Licensea
Refused—Equity Court,Grand Jury
and Constables’ Returns Today.

Court convened for a  short tme
Baturday morning to permit of the
ncknowledgement of decds by the ros
tiving sheriff and to clear away other
busineas for the cpening of th: new
coMrt year, today.

Judge Archball handed down an
opinlon holding that the conviction
of John Lukan for selling liguor with-
out a lecense was regular and that
Lukan must stand gentence

Lukan keeps a bottling establish-
ment on Capouse avenue. ‘The Men's
unjon accused him of selling ot retail
and progecuted him for solling Mguor
without a license, e was convicted
of this charge, but when called for
sontence, hig attorney, Joseph O'Brien,
contended that Lukan could not be
sentenced for selling without w license,
but, at the most, could only be suh-
jected to the lesser pensity atinching
to n violatlon of his hottler's licensas,

Judee Archbald says in overruling
Mr., O'Brien's contention:

“If the defendant having a lieense
has been improperly convicted, he haa
his remedy by an appeal to the court
ahove nx, where our errors, if any, will
be reviewed and corrected. But so far
as the cnse now stnands the sentence
et follow the record as it Bus been
made.  As the defendant has been con-
vieted of relling without a lleense, the
penalty for that offense must be fm-
posaid, Let the defondant be ealled
m his failure to appear 12t a caplas
fesue. '
